Its disposition was to perpetuate Itself and go 
on perpetuating wrong upon the people and robbing them 
of their liberties and their rights. A strong man, reinforc- 
ed by soldiers of the people, came upon the scene. He 
broke down the doors leading to the secret chamber and 
stood In the midst of them, and In a tone that admitted of 
no questioning, declared the Long Parliament dissolved. 


Is It not just possible, unless the voice of the people Is 


recognized, that some strong man will, some day, walk into 
the United States senate and declare our American 
House of Lords dissolved, unless it consents to allow the 
people to change the* mode of its selection? God forbid 
that such a day should dawn, as that necessary for the 
materializing of such a man or justification for such ac- 
tion shall arise.

ARROLL D. WRIGHT, America's recognized Static- 


Ian, has given out a statement In which he says. 


"Arbitration Is simply the intervention of the public In the 
relations between the relations of employer and employe" 
and that "such Intervention cannot settle labor disputes," 
and he questions very seriously the right and wisdom of 
it. 


In this most people will not be inclined to endorse Mr. 


Wright's philosophy. While not questioning his sincer- 
ity or moti%e in giving expression to such thought, it is 
none the less a fact that the question la broader than the 
rights of employer and employee. In such matters as the 
coal strike for instance, it touches every man and woman 
affected, and gives to them the right to interfere and the 
right to suggest a remedy. 


What endel the coal strike? was it the operators or 


miners, or both together? was it any concession granted 
on either side that caused a resumption cf work in the 
mines? Looking back over the first few months one is in- 
t lined to conclude that, had it not been fpr public senti- 
ment, and the influence brought to bear on President 
Rooseielt. the coal strike \\ould he pending yet. 


rl'o deny to the people the right to take part In the set- 


tlement of labor troubles, is to deny to the government of 
any State or county or nation the right to participate. 
Capital does not want this. Labor wants on its side the In- 
fluence of the people, while capital has ever sought to call 
to its aid the strong arm of governmental authority. Re- 
mo\e the influence of the public and differences between 
labor -ind capital will grow stronger and wider and more 
marked with each passing day. The fear of public senti- 
ment has more to do with holding greed and avarice In 
iheck, and preventing riot and bloodshed than anything 
tlse. 


Looking at the question with calmness and deliberation, 


one is forced to the conclusion that the position of Mr. 
Wright is not tenable.
